The Permittee submitted a proposal to the Division and the USFS on July 17,2006,
to conduct exploration drilling for the placement of wells and piezometers in the
Spring 105 | North Water area. Hydrologic opinions concerning the loss of water
from this spring (caused by the secondary extraction of the Sth Left Pines East panel
@ SUFCO) have indicated that the flow may have merely dropped below the surface
a few feet. lt is felt that if wells are drilled, the water may be able to be brought back
to the surface.

4.b Hvdroloqic Balance: Sediment Ponds and lmpoundments

The Permiftee is having Nielson Construction clean the Mine site sediment pond at
this time. This project was started about two weeks prior to today's inspection;
several rainstorms have hampered the completion of this project. The cleanout
material is being hauled to the waste rock site for final disposal.
